But fear of such 
a peace-time presence on its south- 
ern flank must move Peking to keep 
the. Vietnamese war going as long 
as possible. Here is a point at which 
better communication — breeding 
better confidence—could remove a 
major item of conflict between Red 
China and the United States. 

But under circumstances of hos- 
tility and. isolation, Red China’s 
progress in perfecting a nuclear 
bomb can mean-only a-terrible dan- 
ger to world peace. We cannot 
depend on time to dissipate Red 
Chinese fears and hatreds; it is more 
likely to harden a hostile attitude 
and develop a permanently fixed 
prejudice in that couritry’s millions.

OTTAWA—The dollar cost of Canadian in- 
dependence has long been recognized as the 
difference betweén incomes ahd standards of 
living im the United States and Canada. It's 
a price most Canadians 
have been willing to pay. 

The same kind of price. _ 
tag’ would be attached to 
indepeniience for Quebec, 
but with this difference: 
thete is no indication that 
most Quebecers..would be 
willing to buy. 

Certainly Premier Jean 
Lesage and his Liberals 
are,not.

But this 
election he was flushed into’ the open by the 
three most powerful opposition parties, the 
Union Nationale, the’. Ralliement National and 

_ the Rassemblement pour I'Independence Na- 
tional. Their respective platforms range from 
advocating special status for Quebee with 
many of the attributes of soverignty, to com- 
plete independence.

Mr. Lesage pulled out the emotional stops. 
Independence, he said, would constitute “the 
greatest danger for our maaeet our tradi- 


tions, amd-‘the survival of our people, We 
are six million and we are surrounded by 
200 million Anglo-Saxons. We cannot be in- 
dependent in these circumstances.” 

You would think this would be. a strong 
argument ‘for an independent French-speaking 
nation. The reason it isn't is the economic 
consequence. 

A government committee that studied “the 
economic unity of Canada" reported to Prime 
Minister Pearson a year ago that all parts of

I am sure that. Mr..Lesage and his gov- 
ernment have considered what their people 
would do if they found themselves econom- 
ically isolated and condemned to a lower 
standard of living than other Canadians. 

A great many of them would get out. A 
great mafiy have already gotten out, to other 
provinces, and especially to the New England 
states, where large Franco-American ethnic 
groups are being rapidly assimilated in the 
U,S. “melting pot.” 

And the ones who would get out of an 
independent Quebec to better their fortunes 
elsewhere would-be just the ones Quebec could 
least afford to lose; the young, the ambitious, 
the energetic, the venturesome. 

Premier Lesage is on a good wicket, for 
Quebec and for Canada.

It is not unreasonable to sup- 
pose that if a pregnant female was killed and 
mangled in such a way that the young shakes 
Were allowed to escape a.person might assume 
that the young had been swallowed.

Advanced Age 


What has lent special 
urgency to that fear at this 
time is the advanced age of 
the Chinese Communist lead- 
ership group. 

Mao Tese-tung, chairman of 
the Communist party and its 
undisputed deity, is 72. His 
health has been poor, and his 
absence from public view 
from last November until this 
week had provoked spécula- 
tion that he might—be—seri- 
ously ill or perhaps even 
dead. ‘ 

But Mao is not much older 
than China's other top lead- 
ers. The. average age of the 
politburo. is 68. Thus the 
Communist hierarchy in 
Peking tends tq foresee itself 
as an entire generation about 
to pass from the scene in‘ the 
near future. 

After a rugged lifetime of 
struggle behind them, these 
devout, dedicated Communists 
might die happily if they were 
confident that the revolution- 
ary flame they ignited and 
nurtured would eventually 
consume the world. The trend 
they observe, however, ap- 
pears to augur contrary 
evolution. 


People Weary 


From all accounts, ‘the. 
experience of past years has 
left the Chinese people with a 
divergent attitude.
